VIOLENCE flared 
at a supermarket

will cost £3,750 to 
replace. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, his attackers 
Tomas Lilley, 26, of 
Cockett, Swansea, and 
Nicholas Regan, 27, of 
West Cross, Swansea, 
each admitted causing 
actual bodily harm to 
Michael Jones. 

Each was sentenced 
to 10 months 
imprisonment, 
suspended for a year, 
and ordered to carry 
out 180 hours unpaid 
work. 

In addition, each 
was ordered to pay 
their victim £1,875 
compensation and to 
pay £100 victim 


impact sum. Recorder 
Jeremy Jenkins said: 
“You both became 
carried away and 
became involved in 
uncharacteristic acts of 
violence. 

“You both have lost 
your jobs, which is 
already part of the 
punishment.” 

Prosecutor Julian 
Greenwood said that 
on September 16, the

Fortnightly collections 
that are restricted to two 
black bags. 

Option two: Three 
week collections that are 
restricted to three black 
bags. 

Option three: Four 
week collections with 
unrestricted black bags. 

All three options have 
resulted in increased 
recycling rates after 
being introduced or 
trialled by councils 
elsewhere in the UK. 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s 
waste consultation also 
invites residents for their 
views on proposals to 
introduce a nappy 
recycling service, 
whether they would 
prefer to store their 
waste in black bags or 
wheelie bins, and if they 
agree with proposed 
changes to how some 
household waste 

amenity sites operate. 

Mark Shephard said: 
“Our social media 
accounts have become 
and effective way for 
residents to 

communicate with us, 
which is why we are 
using them increasingly 
as part of our public 
consultations. 

“The Twitter and 
Facebook Q&As that we 
held as part of our recent 
‘Shaping Bridgend’s 
Future’ consultation 
were viewed almost 
50,000 times, which 
shows that this is a great 
way for us to connect 
directly with large 
numbers of citizens. 

“Any future 

collection service needs 
to strike a balance 
between understanding 
the preferences of local 
residents, meeting Welsh 
Government recycling 


targets and keeping costs 
affordable. 

“I am looking forward 
to speaking with local 
people and seeing first¬ 
hand their responses to 
our proposals on 
Thursday evening.”

‘Cut town’s 
parking 
charges’ call 


LOCAL Conservatives have 
called on Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) to 
follow the lead of Neath Port 
Talbot Council and reduce car 
parking charges. 

NPT Council has announced a 
series of reductions in the costs of 
short stay parking of up to 20 per 
cent and Bridgend Assembly 
candidate George Jabbour and 
Regional AM Suzy Davies urge 
BCBC to “cut the cost of shopping” 
in both Bridgend and Porthcawl. 

George Jabbour said: “Charges 
in Neath and Port Talbot - two 
towns which directly compete with 
Bridgend and Porthcawl for trade - 
were reduced last week. We need to 
give traders in both towns a chance 
to compete and draw in customers 
and also stem the loss of trade as 
residents of Bridgend borough go 
elsewhere to shop. We know that 
high parking charges are a 
deterrent to shoppers. 

“BCBC already has 
inconsistencies in its parking policy, 
as car parking remains free in 
Maesteg, for historic reasons, and 
there are also free car parks 
elsewhere in the borough. Only 
shoppers in Bridgend and 
Porthcawl have to pay to park and 


while the council argues that it 
cannot afford to introduce free 
parking, they should at least alter 
the pricing structure to give people 
an incentive to visit these two towns. 

“Traders have already produced 
their own proposals to make 
parking progressively cheaper to 
encourage people to stay longer and 
we are urging the council to cut 
overall charges by 20 per cent to 
match what NPT are doing.” 

Suzy Davies, Regional AM for 
South Wales West, added: “In the 
age of the internet, shoppers not 
only buy things online but they can 
also check the level of parking 
charges in neighbouring towns. 

“BCBC has said that it is 
focussing on attracting locals to our 
towns, rather than worrying about 
bringing in people from further 
aheld, but other councils are more 
ambitious than that and low 
parking charges may have the effect 
of luring shoppers away from 
Bridgend and Porthcawl - a double 
whammy for traders.” 

The GEM asked BCBC to 
comment, but a reply had not been 
received at the time of going to press.

BRIDGEND World War Two 
veteran Joe (Henry) Corless aged 
90, was honoured by 
France(January 28 2016), for his 
actions during the D-Day landings 
and participation in the freeing of 
Europe from Nazi tyranny. 

Joe, who is originally from Torquay, 
enlisted in the Royal Marines in 1941, after 
cycling 32 miles to Plymouth where he 
joined the elite Commando unit with his 
best friend, after lying about his age to the 
recruitment officer. He was only 16 years 
old. 

After completing Commando training, 
Joe and his comrades took part in the D- 
Day landings of June 6, 1944, storming 
German fortified positions from their 
assault craft at Sword Beach. 

During a campaign which saw Joe 


advance through France, he was finally 
ordered to take part in the liberation of the 
Channel Islands and was one of thousands 
of troops who oversaw the repatriation of 
Guernsey, just as the Nazis capitulated. 

At a special ceremony held at the Pier 
Head Building in Cardiff Bay, Joe and 11 
other World War Two veterans were 
awarded France’s highest medal for 
bravery, ‘The Ordre National de la Legion 
d’Honneur’ by French Ambassador, Sylvie 
Bermann. 

The ceremony was attended by members 
of the veterans’ families and local 
dignitaries, who included the Lord 
Lieutenant, and Steven Crabb, the 
Secretary of State for Wales. 

The GEM spoke to Joe after the 
ceremony in his local pub, the West House 
in Bridgend, where the landlady Mandy 
Rees, arranged a celebratory evening for 
Joe and his friends from the Royal British 


Legion and Bridgend United Services Club. 

Joe said he felt very honoured and proud 
to be recognised by the French government 
for his role in the allied invasion of Europe. 

After de-mob in 1946, Joe originally 
settled in Caerau with his new wife, and 
moved to Bridgend in 1979. 

He spent many post-war years working 
as a mechanical foreman at British Steel in 
Port Talbot, until his well-deserved 
retirement. 

The Ordre National de la Legion 
d’Honneur, is one of France’s highest 
gallantry medals and was established on 
May 19,1802 by Napoleon Bonaparte. The 
honour is divided into five categories, 
Chevalier (Knight), which Joe was 
awarded. Officer, Commander and Grand 
Officer.

National Voter 
Registration Day 
(today, February 4) 
by reminding local 
residents not to lose 
their right to vote 
at upcoming 
elections. 

On Thursday, May 5, 
elections will be held for 
both the National 
Assembly for Wales and 
the Police & Crime 
Commissioner, but in 
order to cast their votes, 
eligible voters will need 
to join the Individual 
Electoral Register (lER) 
before the cut-off date of 
Monday, April 18. 


The introduction of 
the new lER system last 
year means that all 
eligible voters living at 
an address are now 
responsible for 
registering themselves - 
and for the first time 
ever, they can do it 
online, by visiting 
www.gov.uk/register-to- 
vote. 

The process is quick 
and involves filling out a 
form with details such as 
your name, address, 
previous address, 
nationality, date of birth 
and national insurance 
number. 

Once a voter’s details 
have been verified with 
the Department of Work 
& Pensions, they will 
receive a letter from the 


council confirming that 
they have been 
registered. 

Anyone who 
registered to vote last 
year, but has since 
moved house, will need 
to update their address 
details, in order to be 
eligible to vote this year.

THERE was a 
moment in 
Porthcawl 
Comprehensive’s 
production of We 
Will Rock You, in 
Porthcawl’s Grand 
Pavilion, when the 
show moved up 
from very good to 
joyous - and I’ve 
never said that 
before about a 
school show. 

I certainly never 
thought Fd say it about 
We Will Rock You, a 
‘juke box musical’ with 
a daft plot, but the 
theatre has the power to 
surprise you, and the 
pupils on stage did just 
that. 

The moment (for me) 
came just before the 
intermission when four 
of the principals. Jack 
Davies (Galileo), Anna 
Arrieta (Scaramouche), 
Molly Brace (Meat) and 
James Evans-Jones 
(Britney) were singing 
and dancing to 
‘Headlong’ - a song that 
only die-hard Queen 
fans will know well. 

It was the moment 
when the four seemed to 
realise that they had the 
audience in the palm of 
their hand. Stage 
presence rubbed off 
from one to the other 
and it all looked so easy. 

To throw in a naff X 
Factor line ‘They owned 
the stage’ - and they 
knew it. From here on 
in, everything was 
coming up roses. 

Of course, you don’t 
get these moments 
without a lot of 
groundwork, and 
everyone on stage did 
their bit. The 
choreography (by Rhian 
Atherton) was slick and 
sharp, and we found out 
early that the band was 
first class. 

It was great to see 
that, come the end of the 
show, the six musicians, 
with musical director

Rhiannon Giles, were 
given their own very 
well-deserved ovation. 

The principals had to 
make things come 
together, and Jack 
Davies was at the 
forefront. Galileo is 
confused. His head is 
buzzing with phrases he 
doesn’t understand. 

We recognise them as 
pop and rock lyrics, but 
he is in turmoil, playing 
the character as an 
unwilling host to alien 
ideas. 

His body jerks and 
twitches and rushes 
round the stage, 
muttering to himself like 
a demented Woody 
Allen. 

His vocals get 
stronger and stronger as 
the show progresses, as 
his character finds his 
sense of purpose, until at 
the end he is a dominant 
figure. 

The cast do have an 
unusual problem with 
the vocals, simply 
because Anna Arrieta 
sets the bar so high. 
Scaramouche’s big 
number (‘Somebody to 
Fove’) comes early in 
the show and it is so 
unusual to find a 
schoolgirl with such a 
strong, clear rock voice. 

She hasn’t come 
through the usual 
musical theatre route. 


and she looked a touch 
nervous at the start when 
it came to dialogue, but 
she got more and more 
confident as the evening 
progressed. The fact that 
her character gets the 
best jokes helped quite a 
bit too. 

As the villains, 
Rhiannon Griffiths 
(Killer Queen) and Rhys 
Owen (Kashoggi), had 
plenty to get their teeth 
into. Killer Queen is an 
over-the-top role and 
that is where Rhiannon 
goes, really enjoying 
being the epitome of 
evil. She is very good in 
the close-up scenes 
shown on the video 
screen too. 

Rhys has plenty of 
scope with Kashoggi. He 
is a suave Bond villain 
when left to his own 
devices, but when the 
Killer Queen is around 
he is Smithers to her Mr 
Bums. 

He only gets one song 
(‘Seven Seas of Rhye’) 
but he makes the most of 
it. 

Molly Brace and 
James Evans-Jones make 
a late appearance in the 
show, but it is when they 
are on stage that you 
realise how much depth 
there is in this cast, and 
they do combine with 
Jack Davies and Anna 
Arrieta to really kick the 


show onwards and 
upwards. 

It’s amazing to think 
that Jack and James will 
be back on the Grand 
Pavilion stage in just 
over a fortnight, playing 
Riff and Tony in the 
Bridgend Youth 
Theatre’s West Side 
Story. 

Max Bravery (Pop) 
has a long wait before he 
is centre stage but he 
makes the most of it, 
demonstrating a flair for 
comedy as the show 
moves towards its 
ending. 

The finale, when the 
cast sang ‘Bohemian 
Rhapsody’ was an 
absolute triumph. 

We Will Rock You will 
never be a favourite of 
mine, and I could do 
without the mawkish 
parade of dead rock stars 
that you get during the 
song, ‘Only the good die 
young’, but that is a 
minor quibble. 

Director Kelly Hardwick 
has helped her cast work 
a bit of magic out there, 
and that is something to 
be proud of. 

The show looked great 
too, and production 
manager Joe Smith 
should be praised for his 
efforts.

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Porthcawl at War — February 1916 



Ceri Joseph, of 
Porthcawl Museum, 
continues her 
series, looking at 
life in Porthcawl 
during World War 
One 100 years ago. 
WRITING home 
from France, Jack 
Turner, 

Porthcawl’s war 
correspondent, 
exclaimed: “1916 
will see the end! 
Germany will have 
to pay for those 
Zeppelin raids on 
England.” 
(Porthcawl News, 
February 17, 

1916). 

The raid of January 
31, 1916, by nine 
Zeppelins, was one of 
the largest Britain 
suffered during the war. 
Nine Zeppelins dropped 
400 bombs on the west 
midlands’ towns of 
Bradley, Tipton, 
Wednesbury and 
Walsall. Across the 
region, more than 70 
people were killed and 
more than 100 injured 
in the attacks. 

Two days later, on 
February 2, the crew of 
the British fishing 
trawler King 
Stephen came across the 
crashed remains of one 
of the giant airships 
floating in the North 
Sea. 

The nine unarmed 
men aboard the King 
Stephen realised that 
about 20 German 
airmen had survived the 
crash. Fearful that these 
Germans could easily 
overpower them and 
take control of the ship. 
Captain Martin and his 
crew refused the 
soldiers’ pleas for help 
and did not take the 
men aboard, choosing 
instead to return to 
Britain to report their 
discovery to the 
authorities. 

The crew of the L- 
19, along with their 
Commander 
Kapitanleutnant Odo 
Loewe, disappeared 
with their craft. Word of 
the incident soon got 
out in both Germany 
and Britain. Some 
accepted Martin’s 
decision as a necessary 
one to protect his crew, 
while others, including 
some Britons, vilified 
Martin for what they 
saw as an unpardonable 
act of cruelty, even for 
wartime. 

The encounter 
between the L-19 and 
the King Stephen was 
illustrated on an anti- 
British medal, designed 


by Karl X Goetz 
(German) who had 
previously designed the 
well-known Lusitania 
medal in 1915. Captain 
William Martin 
received many death 
threats and died of heart 
failure in Grimsby, 
slightly over a year after 
encountering the L 19. 
One of the L-19 
medals’ is on show at 
Porthcawl Museum. 

Interestingly, 
following this invasion, 
the advice to 
Porthcawlians was thus: 
“If Zeppelins come, 
turn down the pressure 
of lamps, not turn them 
off. The town siren will 
be sounded.” 

(Porthcawl News, 
February 10, 1916). 

Sadly, of course, 

1916 did not see the end 
of the war. In fact, on 
February 10, the 
German Army initiated 
an offensive at Verdun 
that was to last 
throughout the year. 
Such would be the 
impact on the French 
Army that French 
divisions selected to 
join the British for a 
‘Somme Offensive,’ 
planned for July, were 
greatly reduced in 
number. 

Many thousands of 
men were to die during 
1916, yet not all 
soldiers met their death 
on the battlefield. 

Lance Corporal 
Edward Dunster was 
one of five children, 
bom early 1896, in 
Cefn Cribbwr, to Frank 
and Sarah Dunster. Both 
his parents were 
originally from 
Somerset, which would 
prove to be a significant 
fact at the end of his 
life. 

Edward’s parents 
were part of the 
migration from 
Somerset agricultural 
life to the mi nes in 
south Wales. His father 
worked in Cefn Colliery 
as a hewer, whereupon 
Edward joined him on 
leaving Tondu Board 
School in 1909. 

In the 1911 Census, 
Edward, his father and 
siblings were living in 
133 Bridgend Road, 
Aberkenfig. Sadly, his 
mother had died the 
month before in 
Langport, Somerset, 
where her aunt lived. 

On November 12, 
1913, incorrectly giving 
his age as 18, Edward 
enlisted in the 3rd 
Welsh Regiment, 

Special Reserve. There 
was a recmiting drive at 
the time, in response to 
a perceived need for 
trained reservists, who 
could be called up in 


the event of war and 
could be sent overseas. 

After four months of 
drill training he returned 
home in March 1914. 
Erom May 1 to June 27, 

1914, he completed a 
recmit’s course in 
‘musketry’ and a special 
course of training in 
readiness for 
mobilisation, should it 
come. On November 
30, 1914, Edward was 
transferred to the 2nd 
Welsh Battalion and 
posted to Erance. 
Unfortunately, on 
March 20, 1915, he was 
sent home suffering 
from chest problems. 

The outcome of his 
medical examination in 
Cardiff on April 22, 

1915, stated that he had 
been taken ill in 
December 1914 with 
pains across his chest. 

He spent three weeks 
in a field hospital but 
showing no signs of 
recovery was sent home 
on an ambulance ship to 
Bartholomew’s 
Hospital, London, 
where he remained for 
six weeks. He was 
reported to be 
emaciated and suffering 
from a chronic cough. 

His official cause of 
death was TB due to 
‘exposure on active 
service.’ Yet, it was 
added that it was a 
latent condition made 
worse by active service. 
On enlistment, Edward 
was 5’10” tall and 9 
stone. This lack of 
stature plus working in 
a coalmine prior to 
being posted abroad, 
may have initiated his 
health problems. 

Edward was 
medically discharged as 
permanently unfit and 
in July was awarded a 
pension of 30/- a week 
for 12 months. He did 
not have long to live. 

At the time of his 
official discharge from 
the army. May 18, 

1915, his father and 
brothers were living at 
2, Elorence Street, 
Nottage, Porthcawl. 
Edward died on 
Eebruary 23, 1916, and 
was interred in 
Langport, Somerset. It 
may be possible that the 
same aunt who cared 
for his mother, also, 
cared for him. 

His father, Erank, 
was still living at the 
same address in 
Nottage, when he died 
in December 1940, at 
Port Talbot General 
Hospital. 

Sapper William Lee, 
Royal Engineers, of 
Bryncole, Mackworth 
Road, died at home on 
Eebruary 16, aged 21 
years old, from an

illness contracted during 
military training, whilst 
stationed at Llandudno. 

William’s father, 
Joseph Lee, was the 
manager of Ward’s 
Shipbreaking Yard, 
Briton Eerry, and had 
brought the family to 
Wales from Preston. 

Both R Hayes and 
Maden and MacKee 
were to open a ship 
breakers yard, at 
Porthcawl Dock, later in 
the war. Possibly, this is 
what brought Joseph to 
Porthcawl. William is 
buried in St John’s 
Churchyard, Newton. 

He left a wife and child. 

The name written, 
after William’s in the 
burial register of St 
John’s Churchyard, is 
Albert Moore (45), one 


of three men who 
tragically lost their lives 
on Eebruary 16. 

About five o’clock in 
the afternoon, a terrific 
storm hit the coast off 
Porthcawl. In sight of 
hundreds of spectators, 
the Narcissus, a small 
fishing smack, was seen 
in distress just off the 
breakwater. The boat 
dropped anchor, but 
immediately began to 
drag, and drifted down 
towards Trecco Bay, a 
couple of miles up the 
coast. 

There, the crew of 
four succeeded in 
launching a small boat, 
which on making for 
the beach, capsized. 
Only one man managed 
to reach the shore, 
Horace Moore, aged 18. 


The skipper Arthur 
Culby, aged 38, the 
mate Albert Moore, 
aged 45, and deck hand, 
Robert Greenwood, 
aged 24, perished. 

Horace was taken to 
the Victoria Hotel at 
Porthcawl, and there put 
to bed, attended by Dr 
Hartland. 

Einally, it was 
estimated that by 
Eebruary 14, 1916, 
Porthcawl had received 
over 10,000 soldiers 
since the start of the 
war and Mrs Catherine 
Marshall, Eire House, 
Newton, had ‘19 
grandsons with the 
colours!’ (Porthcawl 
News, Eebruary 10, 
1916).

AM’s warning on ‘silent majority’ 


Welsh Conservative 
regional AM for

These lyrics came to 
mind this week as the 
Welsh Government 
rightly faced criticism 
for paying £25 million 
over the odds for Cardiff 
airport. 

If that were not 
enough, we finally 
discovered the truth 
about WAG land sales 
and the tens of millions 
of pounds lost in that 
transaction. So startling 
were the losses that First 
Minister Carwyn Jones 
was forced to make an 
apology. 

The finance minister, 

Jane Hutt AM, 
complains about loss¬ 
making bank branches 
being closed, but said 
little about the closure of 
public services, such as 
libraries. Perhaps if she 
had kept her eye on ‘her 
hair then there would 
have been considerably 
more in the public purse 
to protect our public 
services! 

To no one’s surprise, 
we also learnt that the 
waiting times for the 10 
most common surgical 
procedures were up to 
twice as long in Wales as 
in England. This despite 


to assume that a national charity with over 500 
shops, is well aware of the costs entailed in setting 
up a new store and does so as economically as 
possible within a given location - while being 
confident, with the aid of mainly volunteer staff, of 
making a profit in due course. 

One hopes that the complainants are all 
volunteer managers in the shops of their chosen 
charities in order to minimise running costs; and 
that whilst doing so they are happy to work in 
scruffy and substandard conditions, in order to save 
some more funds on refurbishment. 

The point that such a shop may well look 
unattractive to customers when compared to other 
shops competing for business would appear not to 
matter. 

Eventually, market forces will determine whether 
there is sufficient business to maintain a buoyant 
High Street composed of profitable private, national 
or charity shops - or you have numerous derelict 
premises - an option which makes any number of 
charity shops an attractive alternative. 

I would add that my only connection with 
charity shops, other than as a customer, is having a 
wife who has volunteered as an assistant in one 
(not, dare I say, in Cowbridge) on a regular basis 
for about two years, who, I am assured, appreciates 
volunteering in a pleasant environment.

What it is, however, is 
far more than that, a film 
that takes such an 
incredible story and 
delivers a grit and 
substance that makes it a 
hugely engrossing, 
harrowing story 
exceptionally told. 

You can tell just by 
looking at the cast that 
this is going to be a 
well-acted piece of 
work, and there isn’t a 
weak link amongst them. 
It’s a true ensemble in 
the sense that not one 
character really stands 
out ahead of others, but 
that isn’t to say that 
these are 

underdeveloped by any 
stretch. 

Each has their 
moment to shine, 
whether it’s a 
grandstanding moment 
of clarity (Keaton) or a 
subtle show of how 
actions of the accused 
clergy can be traced 
back to your own 
doorstep (d’Arcy 
James).

Tom McCarthy’s 
direction is muted but 
strongly executed - this 
is an actor’s film, where 
the performances do 
much of the heavy 
lifting, but that isn’t to 
damn him with faint 
praise as the drama of 
talking heads discussing 
events of incredible 
weight and implication 
is given drive by 
McCarthy, with lots of 
‘walk-and-talks’ 


conveying the fast-paced 
working environment 
and the urgency of what 
the journalists are 
embarking on. 

McCarthy co-wrote 
the screenplay with Josh 
Singer, and between 
them they have crafted 
an engrossing take on a 
story that is shocking 
and heart-wrenching. 

While it is played for 
fact over melodrama, the 
pair never lose sight 
over what is essential at 
the core of the story and 
pull few punches in the 
course of the film (with 
the postscript prior to the 
end credits a sadly 
unsurprising sting in the 
tail, highlighting that, in 
the words of one 
journalist, this is merely 
the end of the 
beginning). 

The mark of a truly 
great film is how it 
manages to linger long 
past the credits and get 
under your skin, and 
Spotlight certainly 
manages that. 

In its telling of a story 
of a crusading press 
going toe-to-toe with a 
religious institution, it 
manages to fuse into 
what will easily be one 
of the stand-out films of 
the year. 

VERDICT -A 
compelling true-life tale 
exceptionally told. 
Spotlight has substance 
and gravitas in spades.

T he oldest and, 
arguably, greatest 
rugby tournament 
in the world - the Six 
Nations (previously, the 
Five Nations and before 
that, the Home Nations) is 
about to kick off again 
and lighten the gloom of 
winter with an early 
promise of spring days to 
come. 

Once again, there is the 
familiar nervous anticipation, fed 
as always, hy media hype and 
intense speculation hy the 
pundits, as prospects for each of 
the six contestants are pored over 
and endlessly analysed, while the 
hookies lay odds on the chances 
of one team or another claiming 
the coveted title. 

As always, the likely outcome 
of this 17th Six Nations 
championship, is difficult to 
predict. While some notables in 
the London-hased media have 
expressed douhts, others have 
heavily tipped England, 


notwithstanding the men in 
white’s collapse and failure to 
qualify from their group in last 
autumn’s Rughy World Cup, 
following the shock defeat to an 
injury-ravaged Wales side at 
Twickenham. 

Clearly, the hope is that the red 
rose’s fortunes will he quickly 
restored under former Australia 
and Japan head coach, Eddie 
Jones, who has taken over the 
mantle from the ill-starred Stuart 
Lancaster. 

The Man from Oz has vowed 
to “get the team hack to basics” 
with a more hardline, physical 
approach built on traditional 
English ruggedness up front, 
epitomised by his new skipper, 
abrasive hooker Dylan Hartley - 
whose career has been marred by 
acts of ill-discipline. 

The new regime get their first 
test on Saturday evening in the 
battle of Mur ray field, where they 
face an upwardly mobile 
Scotland side, under Kiwi head 
coach Vern Cotter, still buoyant 
from an impressive World Cup 
run that was only ended by a 
controversial refereeing decision. 


which cost them a quarter final 
victory against Australia. 

Cotter’s clan will be 
determined to continue this 
resurgence against the ‘auld 
enemy’ and a lively Calcutta Cup 
clash could well spring a 
surprise! 

Before that match, Erance, the 
only Six Nations camp with a 
native-born head coach, the 
shrewd Guy Noves (both Ireland 
and Wales are also coached by 
New Zealanders) face the slowly- 
improving Italians, whose Erench 
coach, Jacques Brunei, will be 
looking to maintain this in Paris 
against a team desperate to 
rediscover their Gallic elan after 
the humiliation of a Six Nations 
‘wooden spoon’ last year. 

There should be no shock 
result there, though. 

...Then on Sunday comes the 
eagerly-awaited Celtic encounter 
when Wales open their 2016 
campaign against an Ireland side 
gunning for a record-breaking 
third championship title in a 
row - which would be a truly 
remarkable achievement. 

However, the men in green had 
a disappointing Rugby World 
Cup and and will also be under 


extra pressure following 
retirements and recent injury 
worries; while Wales fared 
better at RWC, despite a 
crippling casualty list which, 
happily, is now almost a thing of 
the past. 

They will justifiably be 
confident of success on a ground 
where they have had some 
notable results in the past. 

Gatland and his fellow Kiwi 
counterpart, Joe Schmidt, will 
not have been helped by the 
latest failure of the inconsistent 
Welsh regions (and, strangely, 
the Irish provinces) to make their 
mark in European competition. 

How well the negative effects, if 
any, on the players have been 
defused and managed in the 
respective camps may well be a 
deciding factor - and an 
interesting side issue - given that 
both national coaches are 
contenders to lead the next 
British and Irish Lions’ tour to 
New Zealand. 

So the stage is set for the 2016 
Six Nations....let battle commence!

AS flu continues to 
circulate in Wales, 
health experts and 
charities are urging 
people with chronic 
kidney disease to get 
protected against 
flu as soon as 
possible.

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PENARTH HOCKEY CLUB NEWS ROUND-UP 


THERE were goals galore once again for 
Penarth Hockey Club, but just one win 
from the latest round of games in the 
GoCreaS Hockey League. 

CIRENCESTER 9, PENARTH 7 
Despite having scored 11 goals without reply 
when the sides met at Stanwell earlier in the 
season, Penarth knew they would have to rely on 
their new-found strength and depth to get the job 
done away to a Cirencester team that had been 
stronger at home.

While the second XI were forced to sit out an ill- 
timed bye week and stew over their heavy defeat 
to Swansea University the previous weekend, 
Penarth Bees entertained Trinity St David's but 
made heavy weather of beating the De Cymru 3 
whipping boys before running out comfortable 4- 
0 winners 

Skipper Nick Pratt was determined that Penarth 
should not take the opposition lightly, despite the 
visitors losing 17-0 to Penarth's promotion rivals 
Bridgend the previous week, but the embarrassment 
of riches in having a large squad proved more of a 
hindrance than a help as the Bees struggled to 
establish a coherent platform from which to 
pressurise the previously suspect visiting defence.

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STERN TNS CUP TEST AWAITS 
RESURGENT BARRY TOWN 


WITH days to go, 
the countdown is 
well and truly on to 
the Barry Town 
United vs The New 
Saints match at 
Jenner Park in the 
fourth round of the 
JD Welsh Cup - 
and the revival of a 
rivalry which 
encompassed some 
memorable 
moments between 
1994 and 2004, as 
the sides each 
occupied a place in 
Welsh football's 
domestic top flight. 

The first Town vs 
Saints match in October 
1994 ended in a 2-2 
draw at Jenner Park, 
with the return in April 
notable for Paul Giles 
scoring in the first match 
since he and brother 
David took the 
managerial reins from 
previous boss Eddie 
May. 

Future manager Gary 
Barnett would later score 
his first for Barry in 
February 1996’s draw in 
Flansantffraid, while 
Giles’ team marched 


towards a first Welsh 
Premier Feague 
championship. 

In April 1996, a brace 
from Tony Bird helped 
Barry to a 2-1 win over 
the Saints at Ninian 
Park; the match played 
at the home of Cardiff 
City as work continued 
on installing new 
facilities at Jenner Park, 
including the smaller 
second stand. 

In a trivia note, the 
match was also the first 
of two capital clashes in 
the space of a month, 
preceding a famous 1996 
Welsh Cup final at the 
National Stadium that 
the Saints would win on 
penalties, following a 
scintillating 3-3 draw. 

Among the thrills and 
spills that afternoon, 
Barry goalkeeper Mark 
Ovendale saved a pair of 
spot kicks in the 
shootout, while also 
stepping up to score one 
of his own. 

On a comparatively 
forgotten but similarly 
thrilling day at Jenner 
Park, October 1996, 
served up another 3-3 
draw with Phil Johnson 
equalising in the final 
moments to secure a 
point for the Town.

The result would 
maintain Barry's positive 
start to a league 
campaign they would 
complete with over 100 
points and only one 
defeat. As fate would 
have it, that loss would 
come against the Saints, 
whose 1-0 win on home 
turf in March 1997 
reaffirmed their status 
the Town’s bogey side. 

Nevertheless, 
September 1997 saw the 
Town earn emphatic 
retribution, as prolific 
Barry forward Eifion 
Williams scored five 
times in a thumping 10-0 
win. With the Town also 
knocking the Saints out 
of the Welsh Cup in 
1996-97 and 1997-98, a 
period of head-to-head 
dominance ensued with 
Barry completing a 
league double over the 
Saints in consecutive 
seasons to boot. 

Among all the 
victories, a February 
1999 match between 
Barry and TNS at Jenner 
Park played host to an 
unexpected visitor, in the 
form of one Sepp 
Blatter. The FIFA 
president had been in the 
capital to discuss the 
controversial Arsenal vs 
Sheffield United FA Cup 
tie of a week earlier, and 
joined UEFA counterpart 
Fennart Johanssen in the 
new stand at Jenner Park 
as Barry earned a 2-0 
win. 

Kicking off the 21st 
century at Jenner Park 
with a 5-1 triumph 
against TNS in January 
2000, Barry were pipped 
to the championship on 
the final day of the 
1999-2000 season, as the 
Saints clinched their first 
of seven Welsh Premier 
Feague titles. 

As a result, the rivalry 
between the clubs would 
intensify, peaking with a 


2000-01 campaign that 
would see them meet on 
seven different 
occasions. In the most 
infamous meeting of all, 
an FAW quarter-final at 
Jenner Park in April 

2001, took two attempts 
and almost four hours to 
complete, following a 
most unusual incident. 

Played in dreadful 
conditions, the original 
fixture had seen TNS 
take a 3-2 lead in the 
first half of extra-time, 
only for the match to be 
abandoned as the teams 
prepared to switch ends. 
The second attempt then 
brought extra-time once 
more, before Neil 
Sharp’s winner settled 
the this war of attrition 
in Barry's favour. 

The sides would then 
reconvene in May to 
contest their second 
Welsh Cup final, this 
time, at Wrexham's 
Racecourse. An 
altogether more tentative 
affair, Barry would 
emerge 2-0 victors 
following late goals 
from Jamie Moralee and 
Gary Floyd. 

Barry and TNS most 
recently met in the 
Welsh Cup in March 

2002, as Kenny Brown’s 
Town were 3-0 winners 
at the quarter final stage. 
There were however 
more meetings to come 
between these two 
familiar foes, including a 
February 2003 encounter 
at Jenner Park that was 
watched by more than 
1,000 spectators, 
including a certain John 
Fashanu. 

With Barry 

relinquishing their fully- 
professional status later 
in the year, the 2003-04 
season would play host 
to the last Town/TNS 
matches to date, with the 
Saints beating Barry 3-0 
at the Trefan in February 


2005, a week after the 
relegation-bound Town 
had won their first game 
of the season. 

In more than a decade 
since Barry’s demotion, 
TNS have proven an all- 
conquering force in the 
Welsh Premier Feague, 
breaking the Town’s 
total of championship 
wins and claiming a 
slew of Welsh Cup and 
Feague Cup accolades 
along the way. 

Retaining the latter 
last weekend with a 2-0 
win over Denbigh Town 
in Flandudno, the 
current Welsh Cup 
holders will certainly be 
the team to beat when 
they return to Barry next 
weekend. However, a 
Barry side with nothing 
to lose and the 
opportunity to make new 
history could prove a 
genuine threat for the 
current Welsh Premier 
kingpins, with local boys 
James Dixon, Drew 
Fahiya, Ryan Evans and 
Paul Morgan among the 
talented Town squad 
looking to achieve a 
famous result for a new 
generation.

Welsh Cup fourth round 
on Saturday, February 6, 
(5.15pm kick off) are 
available online at 
barry.ticketsource.co.uk, 
with the remainder on 
sale at the turnstiles on 
the day; concessions 
available for senior 
citizens, students and 
children.

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Wales primed to end Ireland’s 
dream of history-making triple 


Our whole focus is on 
Ireland away. It’s going to be 
a pretty tough game and we 
have been slow starters in 
this tournament traditionally, 
so we know it’s important that 
we do start well.” 

T his was the blunt 
warning sounded by 
Wales’ head coach 
Warren Gatland and it has 
no doubt been drummed into 
the ears of the squad 
preparing for their opening 
Six Nations clash in Dublin 
this Sunday, February 7. 

The message will not be lost on 
those players who remember only 
too well the opening match of the 
campaign on February 2,2013, 
when the men from the Emerald 
Isle, led by an inspired Brian 
O’Driscoll, tore into a slumbering 
home team from the off, running 
up a quick-fire 23-3 lead and then 
holding off a belated second half 
fight-back to win 30-22 - and 
prematurely scupper Welsh hopes 
of a back-to-back Grand Slam, 
That in the end Wales went on 
to smash and grab the 
championship from a stunned 
England in an epic 30-3 win in 


Cardiff, merely underlined the 
historic opportunity that had been 
thrown away in that first 40 
minutes against Ireland, who the 
following year hammered the 
exhausted post-Lions tour Welsh 
players 26-3 in Dublin and edged 
out England for the championship, 
thanks to fewer points conceded in 
the campaign. 

The Celtic pendulum swung 
again in the 2015 Six Nations, with 
a 23-16 Welsh victory in Cardiff 
that this time deprived the Irish of 
only a third Grand Slam in their 
history, though to their credit, the 
men in green did achieve a notable 
‘double’ by retaining the 
championship title. 

Then, of course, came the two 
Rugby World Cup ‘warm-ups’ in 
the autumn, which ended honours 
even, with Wales winning 16-10 
away, and Ireland winning 35-21 
at the Millennium (previously the 
National, and now the 
Principality) stadium - which has 
had as many name changes as the 
tournament itself! 

Thus the stage is now set for the 
124th clash between these arch 
rivals who first met on January 
28,1882 at Lansdowne Road, 
Dublin, the visitors winning by 
two goals to nil under the old 
scoring system in the Home 
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Nations (which became the Five 
Nations, and then the Six Nations 
in 2000). 

Ireland, on the back of their 
provinces’ success in Europe (at 
least until this year!) may have 
appeared to have had the edge in 
recent years; but in fact, overall 
Wales have won 67 of the 123 
clashes to Ireland’s 52 (with four 
matches drawn), including half of 
the 60 match-ups on Irish turf. 

Now a seasoned Welsh camp, re¬ 
energised by their widely-praised 
efforts in last year’s Rugby World 
Cup, and with the welcome return 
of most of their walking wounded, 
will be well placed to thwart 
Ireland’s history-making bid for a 
hat trick of championships. 

For it is the latter’s turn to be 
plagued by a catalogue of injuries 
to key personnel at the outset of a 
tournament, and further hit by the 
international retirement of iconic 
skipper Paul O’Connell. Not 
surprisingly, a near full -strength 


Wales will be out to exploit this in 
full and use it as a springboard for 
another title bid of their own and 
even a possible {whisper it softly) 
fourth Grand Slam! 

Welsh followers were looking for 
clues as to how this could be 
achieved when the eagerly- 
awaited team sheet was unveiled 
on Wednesday by Warren 
Gatland. 

Would he again go for the tried 
and trusted, the men who have 
served him, and Wales, so well for 
so long - or would he lob a 
trademark surprise or two into the 
mix? 

And indeed he did! The 
inclusion of in-form wing Tom 
James in the starting line-up in 
place of Alex Cuthbert - still 
struggling back to form - was 
perhaps predictable; as is the 
inclusion of the towering Luke 
Charteris to partner Alun Wyn 
Jones in the second row, and fit 
again Jonathan Davies back at 
centre with Jamie Roberts. 

There was little surprise in the 
choice of Gareth Anscombe at full 
back, Gatland wisely resisting the 
temptation to prematurely bring 
back Liam Williams, only just 
recovered from injury, at this 
early stage in the Six Nations 
campaign. 


However, the main talking point 
has come up front - as veteran 
Gethin Jenkins makes way for 
highly-rated Rob Evans on the 
looseiiead and has to settle for a 
place on a strong replacements 
bench, alongside Ken Owens, 
Bradley Davies, Tomas Francis 
and, most notably of all, Dan 
Lydiate. 

Like the others, the ‘Chopper’ 
will no doubt be called on to make 
an impact at some point, but 
Gatland has given an inkling of 
how Wales intend to meet the 
Irish challenge with an exciting 
back row of talismanic skipper 
Sam Warburton in tandem with 
the gifted Justin Tipuric and the 
ever-reliable Taulope Faletau.

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Ath slip to disappointing defeat 
as students teach them a lesson 


THE current season continues to 
prove problematic for Bridgend 
Athletic in the SWALEC 
Championship, the pinnacle of the 
community game. 

Following successive wins against 
Newbridge and Bargoed back in late 
November and early December hopes were 
high that the customary surge towards the 
top half of the table in the new year was 
once again under way. 

Since then four successive defeats have 
meant that the Athletic are in 12th place, 
only four points ahead of Glynneath and are 
in a dogfight to avoid relegation. 

Saturday’s opponents, the students of 
Cardiff Metropolitan University, have also 
experienced a difficult time and on the 
morning of the game were only one win 
ahead of the Ath. 

So with the wind in their faces the 
Athletic kicked off knowing that a win 
would be good for their survival. 

The ball quickly found its way into the 
visitors’ half and despite having a flow of 
possession very little headway was made. A 
mistake in the loose near half-way resulted 
in a penalty to the Met. 

Fly-half Alex Seers opened their account 
with a strong strike. Very soon after an 
offside penalty gave the students position 
just outside the 22 and from the lineout they 
forced a scrum. 

The ball was hooked and neatly passed 
along the backline releasing wing James 
Beale who raced outside Jake Williams and 
inside Scott Govan to touch down without a 
hand being laid on him. Seers converted to 
give them a 10-0 lead. 

Cardiff Met had the upper hand now 
despite some enthusiastic work by captain 
Sean Williams and open-side tearaway Ben 
Howe. 


Another slick handling move coupled 
with poor communication between the 
Athletic defenders resulted in an attacking 
scrum 10 metres from the visitors’ line. The 
scrum was wheeled and the defence wrong¬ 
footed allowing home scrum-half Myles 
Churcher to dart over for a try that Seers 
again converted. 

In the last 15 minutes of the half the 
Athletic came more into the game as their 
forwards worked into the opposition half. 

Hooker Nathan Holman, Number 8 Griff 
Davies and prop Matt Muir did their share 
of donkey work and locks Jon Stoker and 
Tom Penry-Ellis worked manfully to 
support them. 

In this period the Athletic came close to 
reducing the deficit with a try of their own 
but again a penalty for holding on allowed 
the home team to clear their lines as the half 
closed. 

At half-time Davies, Holman and Stoker 
were replaced by Stuart Edbrooke, Simon 
Mustoe and Darren Deguara and this 
seemed to give Bridgend Athletic a surge in 
momentum as they drove forward into the 
heart of the home defence. 

In this period, they forced two penalties 
that Lewis Evans sent over the posts to 
reduce the arrears to 11 points. But any 
hopes the Athletic had of making a great 
comeback were dashed from the restart. 

Their scrum had inexplicably come 
under pressure and as they were shunted 
back the resulting clean ball proved 
invaluable for Cardiff Met as a training- 
ground move sent blindside wing Beale 
racing under the posts unopposed. Seers 
duly converted to take the score to 24-6. 

A fine burst by Ryan Owen, in the centre 
for Sean Wilcox, carried him beyond the 
defence and sustained driving and attacking 
play allowed a looped pass to reach Jake 
Williams on the right wing and he duly 


obliged by diving over to touch down in the 
corner. 

Lewis Evans converted with a fine effort, 
but again there was a mistake from the 
kick-off as Aled Thomas was caught from 
behind, which allowed Met to capitalise. 

The Athletic scrum disintegrated and 
referee Mr Kibble had no hesitation in 
awarding a penalty try from under the 
posts. Seers again added the extras. 

No sooner had the Athletic restarted and 
gained a scrum in home territory than the 
ball was won against the head and a long 
kick ahead rolled towards the Athletic line 
where the unfortunate Dan Howells 
fumbled his clearance and was beaten to the 
touch down by Ollie Glasse for Met. 

The Athletic managed to reduce the 
deficit again when a driving lineout and 
controlled driving play eventually allowed 
the ever tenacious Stuart Edbrooke to touch 
down for a try converted by Evans. 

It was Cardiff Met who had the last word 
when the Athletic infringed and centre Tom 
Morgan scored the penalty kick to make the 
final score 39-20. 

All at the Athletic were disappointed 
with a poor performance and backs coach 
Stuart Morris stated that it was the 
collective responsibility of the coaches and 
players to prepare well and execute their 
game plan with far greater efficiency in the 
coming months. 

This Saturday the Athletic have a break 
from league action when they travel to 
Sardis Road to take on Premiership 
Champions and last season’s SWALEC 
Cup runners-up Pontypridd in the second 
round. 

The following Friday evening, February 
12, is the rearranged fixture with bottom 
club Llanharan.
